The applicam has carefully reviewed the application in light of the tmzi Office Action 
dated January 31 , 2007. Applicant amends Claims 1-3, 8, 10-12, 14, 16»19, 21-23, 33 and 35-37. 
The amendments to the elaims have only been done to expedite the prosecutioii. 

Examine r In terview 

Applicant intor\dewed the Examiner on April 3{), 2007 regarding the Section 103 
rejections. 

Claim RejectiQjis — 35 ILSXc §103 

The Examiner rejects Claims 1-56 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being impatentable over 
U.S. Patent No, 6,643,623 issued to KoUs (hereinafter ''Kollf') in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,714,559 issned to Meier (hereinafter ''Meier"). AppHcant respectfl-liy traverses these 
rejections for the comments set foith below. 

For example, claim 1 has been amended to recite that the claimed in-store controller is 
''configured to authorize fueling transactions based, at least in pait, on wireless messages and to 
wirelessly manage service devices configured to provide services in the retail fueling 
environment." In addition, tlie claimed in-store conti-oller commnnication module is configured 
to receive wireless messages from "a plurahty of chent modules." For at least these reasons, the 
Kolis- Meier fails to teach the limitations of claim 1 and its dependents. 

Independent Claims 14, 17, 33, and 47 recite limitations that are similar, although not 
identical, to the limitation of Claim 1 discussed above. Therefore, these claims are allowable for 
reasons analogous to those discussed above in connection with Claim 1, Claims 15-16, 18-32, 
34-46, and 48-56 each depend from one of independent Claim 14, 17, 33, and 47 and axe thus 
also patentable over the cited art. 

The Office Action rejects Clamis 6, 8, 16, 23, 30, 32, 36, 43, 45, 46, and 49-56 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kolh in view of Meier and further in view of U.S. 
:Patent No, 6,574,603 CDickson'X Claims 6, 8, 16, 23, 30, 32, 36, 43, 45, 46, and 49-56 are 
allowable at least because each depends from one of indepetKierit Claims 1, 14, 17, 33, and 47 
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which have been shown above to be allowable. Farthemiore, the Office Action fails to cite a 
teaching or suggestion in Dickson of the missiBg limitations. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully requests reeonsideration and allowance of Claims 6, 8, 16, 23, 30, 32, 36, 43, 45, 46, 
and 49-56,
